HITCHCOCK ASSERTS 
" COVENANT WILL PASS 


Republicans, He Says, Will Not 
Dare Risk Disaster by 
Opposing It. 


Special to The New York Timea. 

WASHINGTON, May 3..— Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, Chairman of the. 
Foreign Relations Committee, predicted 
today on hig return to the capital from 
the Middle West, that the League of 
Nations covenant would be adopted by 
the Senate without amendment: 

“It would be fatal to the Republican 
Party to make the League of Nations a 
partisan issue,” declared Mr. Hitchcock, 
‘If the Republicans were able, -by de- 
liberately standing out against it; to de- 
feat the covenant, their attitude would 
become the political issue of 1920, and it 
would become a rock on which the Re- 
publican Party would split. The Ameri- 
can people are not going to tolerate any 
political juggling with the League of 
Nations project. ‘ 

“The amendments: adopted by the 
Paris conferees have . removed every 
substantial objection raised by the 
critics of the League project. ‘Those 
who now oppose the League are irrec- 
oncilables against any league. They 
are looking..for new objections to it. 

“The League coyenant as now framed 
adequately safeguards the Monroe Doc- 
trine.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 3.—Yale 
has decided to revive the picturesque 
ceremony of ‘‘ Tap Day” after a lapse 
o.fthfee years, caused by .war condi- 
tions.

Red Cross to Turn from War to 
the Amelioration of the. 
Tragedies of Peace. 


SCIENTISTS PROMISE HELP 


Health Specialists of Five Nations 
Formulate Program. in..the 
Interest of Humanity.

The American Red Cross announced 
yesterday that fifteen of America’s lead- 
ing health specialists, acting with dis- 
tinguished, physicians and scientists of 
England, France, Japan and Italy,°at the 
Interallied’ Red Cross Conference at 
Cannes, France, had affixed their namés 
to a resolution telling of the purpose “‘ to 
spread the light of science: and the 
warmth of human sympathy into every 
corner of the world.’’ 

The American scientists who tiave sub- 
scribed» to the resolution, -which was 
adopted, are Dr. Willigm Welch, Dr. 
William Palmér uucas, Lieut.;Col. Will- 
iam F. Snow, Dr. Hugh 8. Cuming; 
Colonel Richard P. Strong, Dr. Samuel

All but March, Pershing, Liggett, 
Born Officers In the Service. / 


The first Register of the Regular Army 
of the United States to be printed since 
1915 was made public in Washington 
last week. It is a document of 1,216 
pages, and includes the names of 10,961 
officers, the largest number by’ several 
thousand ever commissioned in the regu- 
lar establishment. 

The Register seems to indicate that 
the War Department will not recommend 
the promotion to higher grades, as a ré- 
ward for meriterious war service, any 
officers except Generals Marsh, Persh- 
ing, Liggett, and Bullard. In that part 
of the Register which lists officers ac- 
cording to their rank in the regular ¢s- 
tablishment only Generals March, Persh- 
ing, Liggett, and Bullard are listed in 


the regular army. All the others would 
appear to be slated to step down from 
their National Army grades.

It therefore happened that aide sol- 
diers were sometimes responsible for the 
disappearance of unhappy chickens and 
rabbits, of loaned tools,’ of wood, ‘&o, 
One day, close to the billets of an Irish 
battalion, a fat sheep disappeared.

Another of the interpreters’ duties was 
td act as “agents de liaison ’’ between 
British and Wrench troops, whether in 
the back area or in the front line. In 
the back area they acted at the time 
when British troops came to relieve the 
French. Relief work is always diffi- 
cult, and the more so when foreign 
troops are in action. The task was, in- 
deed, an interesting one,’ meinly be- 
cause it gave opportunities of compar- 
ing the temperaments of the Tommies 
and of the Poilus. As a rule they got 
on very well together. Since the be- 
ginning of the war the Frenchman had 
been marveling at the abundant sup- 
plies of his British comrade; and the 
latter, a great waster and a good-heart- 
ed fellow, usually was willing to share 
his abundance with “‘ Frenchie.” It is 
true that later on the Army Service 
Corps curtailed the daily rations of the 
troops, and Tommy hed fo learn to 
save. However, there remained his can- 
teens, always well provided with fine 
cigarettes and tobacco, of which the 
French were fond. 

On the other hand, the English, when- 
ever fhey had an opportunity, were 
eager to call at the French canteens, 
where they could find a few things un- 
obtainable in their own, especially wine 


—good wine, indeed—at moderate prices. | 


May it not be said, without alarming 
the prohibitioniste, that the British have 
learned to like our good French wine 
and also how to drink it,. and that we 
sincerely hope the Yankees have done 
the same. 

It was strange to watch the French 
and the British living side by side. 
Surely they had one thing in common; 
it was the ‘‘ what's the, use worrying ” 
and the “ faut pas s’en faire” spirit. 
However, what great differencés be- 
tween the two! The French chatty, 
usually noisy, especially at night when 
they came out of the trenches, a trifle 
careless and restless; the British quieter, 
almost silent, usually very dignified and 
impassive. In everything the French 
showed their strong individualism. 
Nearly each French soldier had his 
characteristics, and they were easily de- 
tected. On the contrary the others

A letter from Colonel Wait C. Johnson, } 


Director of the athletic program of the 
A. E. F., to President: George T. Adee 
of the U.’'S. N. L. T. A. indicates the 
important place now held by tennis over- 
seas. Colonel Johnson staged the re- 
cent officers’ tournament at Cannes, 
which was won by Richard Norris Will- 
iams, bringing the players together by 
military orders, and is.now exceedingly 
anxious to keep the stars of that event 
on the other side throughout the Sum- 
mer. He. writes as.follows: 

** We hope to persuade Williams to re+ 
main over here for our final tourna- 
ments. .With him, Washburn, 
young player from the Pacific Coast by 
the name of Breck, who played remark- 
able tennis at Cannes, and gave Will- 
iams his hardest match, (running him 
to two deuce sets, in each one of which 
he was several times holding Ahe match 
point,) we-have.a good chance to win 
the interallied tournament.”’ 

Colonel Johnson obviously means. the 
set-point, not rhe match-«point, for Will- 
iams won the final in straight sets. The 
“young player” is Henry Cc. Breck, 
well-known in Washington as well as 
on the coast, and of recognized rank in 
America.

Penn State to Have Huge Field and 
Building: Soon. : 


STATE COLLEGE, Penn., May 3.— 
When Penn State first began the move- 
ment toward mass athletics for the en- 
tire student body last Fall the de- 
partment of physical education was 
somewhat -hanidicapped by the lack of 
playground and gym facilities. But 
owing to the efforts of Hugo Bezdek, 
head of the department, plans are now 
on foot that will greatly alter these 
conditions. 

Work has already been started on a 
100-acre recréation field and plans for 


a huge athletic building have also been 
eg hr 4 the trustees of the college.

LOANS HERE ERE $5,020,633,000. 
Clearing House Association Reports 


Record Figure for City. 


The statement of actual condition is- 
sued yesterday by the New York Clear- 
ing House Association showed that the 
fifty-seven banks and trust companies 
in the association have outstanding 
loans totaling $,020,633,000, which is the 
highest toatl on record, and the first 
‘time in the history of Néw York banking 
that the $5,000,000,000 mark has been 
reached. 

Some idea of the magnitude of these 
figures may be gained from considera- 
tion of the fact that ten years ago, in 
the report to the Controller of the Cur- 
rency as of April 28, 1909, the 6,893 
national banks in the United States had 
outstanding loans aggregating $4,963,- 
110,870, or $57,622,180 less than the 
fifty-seven. New York institutions re- 
ported yesterday. It was in the report 
to the Controller as of June 23, 1909, 
that all the national banks in the coun- 
try first reported loans in excess of 
3$5,000,000,000. 

The wth of the loan account in the 
New York Clearing House institutions 
has been tremendous since the outbreak 
of the war in 1914.

They evidently went 
on the assumption that the factories 
would cease to exist after the year 
1918. That much of this was due to 
ignorance: seéms beyond question. 
There were instances where orders 
were put in, away ahead of possible 
needs, for delivery in sixty or ninety 
days, which called for quantities 
greater than a year’s production of all 
the plants in the country. Blame for 
this need not be placéd on the officers 
in charge. They khew no better. But 
it would seem as though, in the future, 
special technical training should be 
givefi to men who are to have charge 
of supplies. It would prove a paying 
investment. 


Weather has played 
quite a part recently in 
helping to boost the quo- 
tations on cotton, but 
the violent fluctuations 
shown betoken a rather sensitive con- 
dition. Comfort is taken in the fact 
thatthe discrepancies between spots 
and ¢ontracts are becoming smaller, 
which is regarded as an indication of 
greater stability. Contradictory re- 
ports come in as to the supposed re- 
striction of acreage, but it is already 
clear that the planters will not cut 
down anything like the amount that 
Was planned. One reason for this is 
that many of them are convinced that 
fairly Irigh prices will be obtained for 
the crop, even though it prove fully as 
large as the one just getting marketed. 
The growers have a good talking point 
at present, in urging a high price for 
their product, in calling attention to the 
levels at. which cotton fabrics have 
bgen placed. With goods in the gray 
selling at over 70 cents a pound, even 
85 cents a pound for the raw material 
cannot be regarded as exorbitant. But 
the market seems willing to absorb 
large quantites of the fabrics at the 
high prices prevailing, and the tend- 
ency during the last week has been to- 
ward further increases. Finished 
goods have risen in sympathy without 
apparent check in buying. An increase 
in exports is also noted, which adds 
strength to the market. In underwear 
the buying is rather spotty, but it 
keeps on’ improving, and hosiery con- 
tinues in' good demand.

All the wool of- 
fered the other day 
at auction by the 
Navy Department 
was Mold at good 
prices. It was a rather carefully se- 
lected lot. Other sales have shown an 
especially brisk demand for the finer 
grades, while many of the coarser 
ones had to be, withdrawn. It is con- 
firmed that A. W. Hlliott, chief of the 
wool, yarn, and tops branch of the 
Quartermaster’s Corps, has been au- 
thorized to sell abroad the undesired 
wools which amotint to about 35,000,- 
000 pounds. They are of the kind 
which were formerly used in France, 
Germany, and Belgium in making 
blankets, coarse overcoatings, and 
similar fabrics. Whether Mr. Elliott 
is also empowered to conduct negotia- 
tions to induce the British Govern- 
ment to retain the large amount of 
Australian wools contracted for by this 
country is not known. Stopping this 
material from coming here would un- 
doubtedly help in keeping up wool 
prices to some extent, but the great 
quantity available all over the world 
is a continuing menace which is Hable 
to catigei|a break at some time or other.

Fear American Trade Methods. . 

The American Chamber of Commerce 
in London reports uneasiness among 
British manufacturers over their Scandi- 
havian markets due to the rapid way in 
which American exporters are develop- 
ing their activities there. 

A manufacturer's agent who has just 
returned from a trip through these 
countries says that the well developed 
American Consular system; as compared 
with the British, in Norway, Sweden 
and Denmark is largely responsible for 
this condition. He also attributes the 
success of American advances in these 
markets to the commissions there in- 
vestigating possible openings, which not 
only réport to the Government but also 
put importers into immediate and direct 
touch with the United States exporter.

have reasons for the course they take. 

Many of the credit men are against 
the solicitation of accounts, especially if 
it savora at all of promiscuity. The 
reasons they give for their objection to 
thé practice are many, an important 
oné being that it cheapens credit. The 
eharge account, they assert, is a privi- 
lege -and not a right, and consequently 
is something not lightly to be regarded 
either by a store or a customer.

invitation of this kind before a purchase 
was made. Even if it were possible to 

uestion all the customers obtained in 
this way, how could I turn down any 
one of them—no matter how -poor his or 
her financial standing might be—when 
the store had already said that an ac- 
count had been opened? It simply 
couldn’t be done. ‘o do so not ‘only 
would stamp the store as having prac- 
ticed deception in getting the customer 
to come re, but a reftisal of an ac- 
count, no matter what ‘go ee ication 
of the credit man might be, would cer- 
tainly alienate that customer and bring 
the store a lot of word-of-mouth adyer- 
tising of the undesirable kind. ‘ 

‘‘ Another point is this: Suppose an 
‘invited’ customer, of whom the store 
knows nothi but that her name is in 
the telephone k or the City Directory, 
should want to buy an. expensive piéce 
of jewelry on an account that had been 
opened for her? Could the credit man 
refuse to . the charge after the 
woman had practically been assured in 
the soliciting letter that she could have 
anything in the store on credit by mere- 
ly bringing the letter with her? He 

might say that bd credit limit set o: 
her was not as high as the value o ag 

jece involved. at would hap 

owever, if she went back to the ow. 
elry section and selected another piece 
that did come inside the mythical limit, 
but yet was too high to take a chance: 
on. In a case like this a low limit 
could not well be set, for to do so off- 
hand would doubtless make the cus- 
tomer ‘sore’ and result in a situation 
that would do the store more harm 
good. The same risk of loss is in- 
curred in the case of small purchases, 
many of which are apt to go unpaid 
for and to produce a sizable loss in the 
aggregate. 

"Then, too, there is always the danger 
of running up against professional 

‘dead beats’ and other persons who for 
one reason or another cannot get credit 
through personal application for it. For 
@ person of this type to get a letter say- 
ing that an account has been opéned 
for him or her is practically an invita- 
tion to come to e store and decamp 
with as much merchandise as possible 

efore ‘the follow-up investigation be- 

gins. To sue these people on unpaid 
bills is a waste of time, for they have 
ny» tangible assets and regard se- 
curing of a judgment against them more 
or less as a joke. For that matter, it is, 
at least so far as its satisfaction is con- 
cerned. 

‘ Another factor that enters the prob- 
lem of soliciting accounts is the ques- 
tion of payment for merchandise bought, 
even by customers who are honest in 
financial matters. It is my opinion that 
a customer who has an account present- 
ed to her is not apt to. be seriously 
considered with her credit standing, 
and therefore is. not liable to pay as 
promptly as one who obtains this privi- 
oe in the more conservative way. 

Only a short time ago I was told of 
the experience another credit man had 
in a case of this kind. The bill had run 
long enough to warrant its being pu. 
into the hands of a collector, but thr 
first call of the. latter produced only a 
stormy letter from the custo ‘Phe 
tone of it was that, inasmuch as the ac- 
count -had been thrust bsg) dees she did 
not see the need of paying f r the things 
she had bought until she aot good and 
ready. Bventually the bill was collect- 
ed and the account closed, but.the game 
was certainly not wo the candle. 
may be an extreme » but it is at 
least a sample of the difficulties pto- 
duced by the solicitation system.’’ 





The German Toy Industry. | 

Prices of German -toys have been 
raised on an average 100 per cent., and 
in special instances even as much as 
300 and 400 per cent, but the unfavor- 
able rate of exchange on the mark has 
counterbalanced the increases to a large 
extent in the neutral countries.

OIL FROM COCKLE BURR. 


Announcement of a Discovery That 
May Prove of Much Value.

ecockle burr, which is familiar to most 
persons through the ‘difficulty they have 
in getting it off their clothing once they 
have come in contact with it.

oil for use in paints and varnishes, but 
it may make a food out of it as well. 
The discovery of the use of the cockle 
burr is attributed to L. B, Rhodes, oil 
chemist of the. North Carolina rt- 
ment of Agriculture, who explained 
his find to the members of. the ne 
ceteline séction of the Am «Chem 
Cal Society at a meeting held in: fal. 
a recently. Accor to Mr. 
odes, the oil obtained m the burr 
is of a light yellow color. It has a clear, 
sparkling appéarance, a pleasant odor, 
and an agreeable ee taste, It keeps 
well without becoming rancid, and it is 
this fact that points to the use of the 
new oil as a food. The cake left after 
obtaining the. oil, Mr. “Rhoden seve, 
should be of value as a cattle food.

_ In every long parley the firmest minds 
yield something, strict truth and right 
retire a little from the middle of the 
way to let expediency come to the fore,” 
and compromise prepares -the path tot 
agreement. We . suppose everybody 
myst have foreseen that the greater 
number of the controversies which have 
arisen during the negotiations at Paris 
would. be settled in this way, by com- 
promises in abridgment of extreme pre- 

lions on both sides, the middle course 
being chosen not only as the safest but 
as the only practicable issue from the 





' + conflict of interests. It is not surprising, 


therefore, that we are now beginning to 
hear of adjustments. ‘that involve or 
appear to involve rather serious depar- 
‘tures from principle, settlements that 
cannot bé teconciled with the spirit or 
the letter of a code of international 
morality which the Conference has ac- 
cepted as its general guide. 

“It is in this way that the disccntent of 
Italy-and- Japan with the proclaimed pur- 
poses of the Conference have been ap- 
peased. The representatives of Italy, 
after withdrawing from the Conference 
and obtaining a vote of full confidence 
and support at Rome, now appear to be 
in a frame of mind which -will make 
possible their return to Paris for par- 
ticipation in the conclusion of peace. 
The Japanese have for the moment 
scored a triumph, which is nevertheless a 
compromise, since it involves ec giving 
of pledges which when kept, as they must 
be kept at no distant day, will restore 
the Province of Shantung to Chinese 
sovereignty. Neither the. one decision 
nor the other squares with the doctrines 
of international morals upon which the 
League of Nations is founded; both are 
at variance with the principles of the 


‘fourteen points drawn up by President 


Witson. So far from having established 
her. title to the possession of the city and 
port of Fiume, Italy, by bringing the 
questions under painstaking investiga- 
tion, ‘has confirmed the right ard title 
of the Jugoslavs to call Fiume their 
own. It was awarded to them by the 
Treaty of London, it belongs to them 
historically and geographically, it would 
be an irreparable wrong to wrest it from 
them, since by its position and its rail- 
road ections it is practically the only 
port That can give them an outlet for 
their commerce.

“ triple alliance to.oppose the League of 
“Nations.” Any statesmen of the first 
order in any assembly,. in any peace 
negotiations, would ‘almost éértainly have 
chosen thé path of comprémise taken at 
Paris. Truth.is mighty and will prevail, 
but the cost of making it prevail at once 
must be reckoned with in these high 
matters. For the time being Truth 
stoops, to conquer later on. At least the 
Conference must hope that it will ton- 
quer, must be resolved that it shall 
conquer, otherwise the League of Nations 
goes. by the board altogether. Italy and 
Japan have shown a kind of petulance 
which merely reflects the great difficulty 
men have in setting their thoughts into 
the new channel. Not all the nations 
can fully and at once free their minds 
from the notions that controlled the 
Vienna Congress. The Conference, in 
the friendliest manner, has taken note of 
the political difficulties % ORLANDO and 
SONNINO, it has taken. account of the 
great sensitiveness of the Japanese, That 
was the rule of expediency. In some 
later time, we are confident, after a 
period of international control, Fiume 
will go to the Jugoslavs to whom it be- 
longs; Japan will relinquish her: hold 
upon. Shantung. To that she is pledged, 
her honor is engaged, and so freely and 
publicly that there can be no doubt. of 
her keeping her engagement. Four hun- 
dred million Chinamen cannot be sacri- 
ficed to the ambition of Japan.

tain Congressmen as they contemplate 
the approaching » ste of money on 
public buildings , if placed in their 
districts, would have given them suf- 
ficient glory to keep them in office for 
twenty years; to come. 

A new public building, or a flock of 
them—let us hope that the Secretariat 
of the League’ will take this early oppor- 
tunity. to make a good reputation for 


know what a public building’ ought to 
look like. Britain furnished ‘the bulk 
of the League plan, America provided 
most of the insistence to push it through 
the Conference and most of the amend- 
ments; the Anglo-Saxon countries may 
now gracefully yield place to. the?r Latin 
allies; Or rather to France—we do not 
want to have anything that looks like 
the Risargimento monument. [t will no 
doubt .aggrieve Americans -in future 
years to see a public building, represent- 
ing an institution in which the ‘United 
States has a considerable share, which is 
not studded with the names ofall the 
great men of the world from ADAM down, 
or with some quite unnecessary and ex- 
traneous expressions of moral ¢entiment 
or of benison upon the work done therein, 
such as we see on New York’s rew Post 
Office. But it will be good for us. Let 
the Frenchbuild the new Capitol; and 
perhaps, just as the Capitol at Washing- 
ton provoked painful. imitation in most 
of the States, the headquarters of the 
League may furnish some suggestion to 
our civic architects of the future. 


THE REVOLUTIONISTS. 


RocGer E. Simmonps, Trade Commis- 
sioner of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, has lately expressed his opinions 
about the ‘origin of Bolshevism. ‘Mr. 
SmmMoNps -suffered a good deal at the 
hands of the Bolsheviki, and that gives 
him’a right to talk about them. Never- 
theless his.opinions do not seem to have 
been sufficiently thought out.’ The 
Omaha World-Herald quotes him as say- 
ing “that the beginning of Bolshevism 
was. in ‘the Government of the Czar, 
where 5 per cent. of the population ruled 
the country and by the privileges granted 
to themselves appropriated nearly all-of 
its wealth.” 

The actual truth is that this-Govern- 
ment of the Czar was overthrown not by 
the Bolsheviki but by the Social Revolu- 
tionists. The revolution of thé Bolshe- 
viki/was a revolution not against the 
Czar but against Kerensky. The people 
whom the Bolsheviki have been shooting 
and drowning have been largely*Social 
Reyolutionists.. They hunted Maria 
SPmRIDONOVA into a prison and drove 
CATHERINE BRESHKOVSKY aéross_ the 
ocean. 

When they began their Government of 
violence they entered into an alliance 
with the Social Revolutionists of the 
Left, who were in the majority, and then 
betrayed their allies by putting the rank 
and file of them to death. The Social 
Revolutionists ‘in their -turn impro- 
vised a revolution against the Bolshe- 
viki, to which the Bolsheviki replied by 
directing a reign of terror against the 
Socialists. It is not to be forgotten that 
‘a large number of these Bolsheviki ar- 
rived in Russia from the United States, 
England; France, and _ Switzerland. 
After the revolution had been success- 
fully accomplished they began putting 
into effect the I. W. W. theories of gov- 
ernment. which they had learned or 
taught on these shores. Their revolution 
was one with which the Russian- people 
had nothing to do, and it was at the 
expense of men and women who had 
driven the Czar off the throne,

THE DYNAMIPARDS. 


The “resources. of civilization” have 
been resorted to freely by many repre- 
sentatives of many eauses and peoples, 
but by none more freely than those 
operating on or from American soil, al- 
though not native to it. What is most 
shocking about the cases freshest in 
memory in which the destructive forces 
of science have been employed is that 
they are not individual crimes? They 
tare committed in a manner indicating 
organization and command of capital on 
a considerable scale, in support of causes 
alleged to be political. The bombs found 
in the majls were made by the use of 
power machinery, and for no individual 
gain or motive. ORSINI could have made 
his bomb alone with articles of cheap- 
and common use. He certainly threw. it 
alone, with the object of killing an Em- 
peror. He had accomplices, but they 
were not an organization, and they had 
no more personal motive than the assas- 
sins who killed LincotN or McKINLEY. 
All assassinations are shocking, but 
those with direct political prompting, 
however fanatic or mistaken, less 
fiendish than putting bombs in the mails 
with no more regard to consequences 
than might be shown by a blind man 
shooting a machine gun into a crowd, 
and faricying that in some way he might 
thus assist’some cause or other. Nothing 
can be surer than that y_cause found 
to be connected with bomb plot: will 
suffer for it, and that is-an object. more 
desirablé than the punishment of indi- 
viduals.

'When-bombs 
are thrown for the sake -of winning 
causes otherwise hopeless society is in 
a bad way, and. the hope of salvation 
from fanatic. slaughter lies,as much in 
timely, removal of the cause and the in- 
citement as in the punishment of bg 
criminal. . 2 

This is said before there is dein 
of the responsibility for the mailing of 
the bombs, and because of the indiffer- 
ence, Americans have shown toward the 
dynamite crimes nourished and practiced 
here through many years. We are prop- 
erly shocked when a store of bombs are 
distributed among American public men 
by meahs.endangering many other lives, 
byt we might have spared ourselves 
much that is dangerous in-our present 
politics if we had been as shocked as the 
case called for when worse outrages were 
done in other lands by funds and organ- 
izations directed from here. A single 
journal raised here what was called the 
“ Emergency Fund,” whose declared ob- 
ject was to aid a foreign organization in 
a campaign of violence. Protests from a 
friendly foreign Government were lightly 
treated. 

We now are experiencing what we 
were indifferent to when others suffered 
by what we permitted. If we had 
checked the dynamitards of that now dis- 
tant day we should have been less likely. 
to experience the series of similar crimes 
which began with the dynamiting of 
Governor STEUNENBERG by the I. W. W. 
We fatuously thought that that explo-. 
sion was foreign in its nature, and. noth- 
ing more than might be expected in a 
labor war. We now are investigating the 
Bolsheviki am@hg us, and it is premature 
to say how many there are. But it is 
sure that the sentiments underlying Bol- 
shevism are less novel than the name, 
and tHat there are among us defenders 
of their views in the name of the freedom 
of our institutions. 

We would be none the worse for a 
little intolerance of such notions leading 
to such acts.: Every effort should be 
lent to. punishing the guilty miscreants, 
bat attention should not be directed 
solely to them. If there is a proper 
horror of the doctrines "preached in the 
manner of which there are’ many éxam- 
ples, it will be prudent for the »reachérs 
to preach more discreetly. The col- 
lisions between our soldiers and sailors 
and the police who were. guarding the 
Mooney meeting cause mingled emotions. 
It is lamentable that the defenders of 
democracy should be the assailants of a 
free-speech meeting. But why should 
there be a meeting which needed- defense 
by 1,700 police? Order is Heaven’s first 
law, and not even though MOONEY were 
wrongly convicted should it be forgotten 
that there was a deadly bomb outrage in 
San Francisco, nor should it be iunagined 
that his wrongs, if any, can be redressed 
by mass meeting. 





A VISIT TO MEXICO. 


Darkest Mexico was “penetrated on 
March 29 from Laredo by a train of 
Pullman cars carrying fifty members of 
the San Antonio Chamber of Commerce 
and bound for the principal cities of the 
country so long rent and ravaged by 
revolutionary bands... The event is 
worthy of special mention because there 
had been no such venture by a company 
of peaceably inclined visiters-for four 
years. When the San Antonians re- 
turned to American soil Mexico was no 
longer dark to them: It was not a dis- 
turbed and distressed country as they 
saw it. Perhaps some of them were 
nervous as their sumptuous train steamed 
into Mexico, apprehending attack by in- 
surrectos at any hour of the day or 
night. Possibly a “pilot” train filled 
with Federal soldiers ran ahead of the 
excursion, as in the days when -travel 
was often interrupted, by exploding 
dynamite and no schedule could be main- 
tained. 

But in the story of the expedition 
there was no thrill ofthat kind. If 
PANCHO VILLA is ‘in the flesh he lost an 
opportunity to break up the program of 
hospitality, but.the fact seems to be that 
the. Carranza Government controls the 
‘ railroads north of Mexico City and can 
afford protection to a’special train. A 
regrettable incident would have certainly 
made a painful sensation in the States. 
But the visiting merchants had a halcyon 
time, traveling 3,000 miles and enjoying 
all the comforts of home. It might have 
been different if they had risked..a 
‘journey from Vera Cruz to the capital, 
through territory in which the Felicistas 
are still in revolt:

ferent countries, that the visitors con- 
ceived a new idea of the educated Mex- 
ican. The Americans: left Mexico City 
in an amiable frame of mind, -feeling

people would be only a matter of such 
contacts as _ they had enjoyed. The way 
is being prepared for a better under- 
standing, and the average American will 
| soon know that there is another Mexican 
than the raiding bandit. The San An- 
tonie excursion was one of many planned 
by Chambers of Commerce. Dallas and 
Chicago got into touch with the Mexican 
business. men in April, and New York 
was to have its turn. 

The impression that Mexico has been 
desolated by revolution, that museums 
have been sacked, monuments leveled, 
churches razed, and all the glories of 
the country marred or extinguished, the 
Americans found 'to be a grotesque ex- 
aggeration. They went through the Na- 
tional. Museum and saw that its ‘treas- 
ures were untouched. Chapultepec Park 
was as beautiful as of old and-as well 
kept. Famous streets, like the Paseo. de 
la Reforma and the Avenida Juarez, 
were as imposing as ever. Queretaro 
and Guadalajara had scarcely changed 
at all to the eye, and thére are-few more 
attractive cities. Guadalajara particu- 
larly pleased the. yisitors,..with its clean 
and Well-pavéd. streets, its fine’ hotises; 
its luxurious gardens, and brilliant night 
illuminations. A trip to Lake Chapala, 
with its remarkable natural beauties, 
captivated them. ‘Cuernavaca, the ra- 
diant, they did not. see. ‘The “ beauty 
spot.” of Mexico, it had been for several 
years ZAPATA’S headquarters, and there 
are stories that he despised its charms 
and desecrated its churhces. » Apparently 
it was not in the itinerary, and the vis- 
itors may have been referred to PHP 
TERRY'S guidebook, which contains a 
prose poem about Cuernavaca, with the 
suggestion that one must see it before 
dying. Perhaps ZAPATA was still in resi- 
dence there when, the Americans were 
feasting in the Noadiab gardens. at 
Xochimilco, contiguous to the capital. 

This pioneer visit of American ‘busi- 
ness men to “ Darkest Mexico” of the 
imagination was a happy inspiration. 
They met the.merchants and officials 
of the country on a/plane of friendly 
intercourse and rectified some erroneous 
ideas. They found education and refine- 
ment in. Mexico not as limited as they 
had supposed. They saw that industry 


restored in many places. They observed 
that the railroad system was in fairly 
good working order. They concluded 
that there must. be some patriotism’ 
among the Mexicans after all. “ The 
“‘Governors of the various States we 
“passed through,” reports. President 
Hams of the San Antonio Chamber of 
Commerce, “ were mostly young men of 
“ splendid ability, highly educated, and 
“ progressive.” : 

/ ‘The way was paved to improved. rela- 
tions with the Mexicans. If the Govern- 
ment can- show itsélf to be stable and 
liberal, strong enough to stamp out dis- 
order and to afford protection to aliens, 
the financial aid so sorely needed to put 
the country on its feet will cease to be a 
vexatious problem.

EFFICIENCY IN THE POST OFFICE

To the Editor of The New York Timee: 


While this association has no desire 


-to enter into a newspaper controversy 
over the discussion that is now going 
on between the Postmaster 
and Charlies Johnson Post, yet as this 
body was formed and incorporated in 
1902 to seek the wisest and fairest. solu- 
tions of questions pertaining to postal 
affairs, it seems that attention should 
be called to two misstatements made in 
this controversy that are published in 
your issue of this date—the first by’ 
the Postmaster General and the. sec- 
ond by Charles Johnson Post—misstate- 
ments that are not necessarily to be 
construed as intentional, but that are 
still misleading and do not give the 
full knowledge that should be conveyed 
on this subject. This is not a factional, 
political, personal, or trade class matter. 
It is a question of efficiency to the whole

And it would 
have been difficult for us to undo so 
much wrong as thus was‘done, through 
books or letters or any other written or 
printed means, just as it proved very 
effective for us to come and talk to 
Americans here, and make an actual 
showing of what we are, not of the very 
best we have, but of the average ‘we 
have in our varied national activities. 


But this is being accomplished in a 
very large measure through the instru- 
mentality of the press, without which 
the mission, as I already stated, could 
not have attained such a great success. 

We are pleased with the favorable at- 
titude of the Administration, and we 
can foresee what the attitude of the 
next Republican Congress toward us will 
be. We can hardly make any discrimi- 
nation between Republicans and Demo- 
crats. They are all aggregate portions 
of the sensible people of this country, 
and, judging from the attitude of the 
leaders of the present Congress, such as 
Messrs. Mondell, Towner, and others in 
the House, and in the Senate @s well, 
the future promises to be a very brill- 
iant one for us. We have, therefore, 
every confidence in both the executive 








this country. But as Senator Quezon 
gaid at a banquet at the. Metropolitan 
Club, given by, Messrs. J.\ G; White, 
Purdee, and others, it is not that we dis- 
like to be American citizens. - That 
would probably be the highest gift we 
could receive. from the American people. 
But it is because there ie something 
that appeals to us deeply—our national 
spirit, our own nationality, our own flag 
which we want to be the closest friend 
of the American flag in the Far Hast. 
We wish America to feel that way; and 
that;*over 12,000 miles from New. York, 
she has a friend, now her daughter, 
later to be her sister in the concert of 
nations—a country that has nothing for 
America but the warmest appreciation 
and an open door to receive all good- 
willed Americans who may want to come 
and stay with us, co-operating with us 
in the development of our country, to 
our mutul benefit. We need foreign 
capital. Our own capital is not enough, 
but that capital, if any, should be 
American, for we positively know that 
American capital would not mean polit- 
ical entanglement or subjection for us. 

It is for this that, no matter how far 
and loud you may say that: you: would 
cut us loose and let us go adrift on the 
ocean, on the granting of our inde- 
pendence, of one thing we are sure, and 
that is that we know we have learned 
more deeply to love our independence, 
to crave more intensely for our own 
nationality, and to revere our own flag. 
But, at the same time, we have learned 
to respect, we have learned to love, in 
the innermost of our hearts, the greatest 
of all countries, your great United 
States. 

When the day shall come for the part- 
ing, that day will not be a parting day. 
That day will be a Union Day for your 
country and my country, and should you 
call on us in a moment of need, the Fili-

THE TEACHERS’ UNION. 


Tou the Editor of The New York Times: 

From some of the reports of the con- 
troversy of the Teachers’. Union with 
the Board of Hducation “the impression 
might be gained that the union .is sup- 
ported by @ large proportion of the 
teachers of the city. I. should like to 
correct this impression. Nothing of the 
kind is the case. The great majority. 
of the teachers stand solidly behind the 
board in opposing the union. But. the 
latter, like’ all extreme minorities, 
makes a great deal of noise; while the 
rest of the teachers,. whether through 
inertia or through a praiseworthy 
repugnance to excessive talking, remain 
silent. ‘This is, however, in this case 
unfortunate, because it is likely to give 
the public a mistaken idea of the situa- 
tion. It also deprives Superintendent 
Tildsley and the others who are doing 
their best in the difficult task of keep- 
ing the schools free from anti-American 
influences of what moral support they 
might otherwise gain from the con- 
sciousness of a sympathetic backing 
from the majority of teachers. 

Some. time ago the Teachers’ Union 
made a canipaign to enlarge its mem- 
bership on the strength of promises of 
aid in the movement for increased 
salaries. But the result appears to have 
been. negligible. Some of us at that 
time, not familiar with the union, may 
have considered joining as a means of 
gaining adequate salaries. .. Others, 
knowing the organization better, re- 
marked that they would rather have no 
increase of salary at all than owe it to 
the union. All of us, however, have 
subsequently been enlightened as to the 
activities of this body by the numerous 
circulars: with which we are importuned, 
From these we’ see that the energies and 
the funds of the orgarization are 
principally devoted to supporting all the 
undesirable characters who get into

The discussion over the vehicle tunnel

Importance of Work. 

It has been admitted that the war 
has been, to a large extent, an engi- 
neers’ fight.

Frequently the men ‘were forced to act 
as infantry, and when they were with 
the doughboys they played their part 
well. 

Officers.on Field Marshal Haig’s staff 
were frank in their praises of the. effi-.

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STORY OF A DAYLIGHT PATROL

IEUTENANT GROSVENOR 8. BALL 
Pe: the 306th. Infantry tells the fol- 
lowing story of a daylight patrol on 
the Vesle: 
‘The hot August sun poured down on 
the Valley of the Vesle, and the. intermit- 
tent droning of the hostile planes could 
be héard as they flew overhead direct- 
ing. the fire -of..their batteries on ‘our 
positions.. Not a sign of man or living 
beast could be seen in the German lines, 
nor onthe hilis. which they “Held; no 
movement or sound except the occa- 
sional hesitating rat-tat-tat of their ma- 
chine guns, or a screech and a cloud of 
smoke as one of our shells found ‘its 
mark. 
* But our Hines were in a different 
mood, for word ‘had been passed about 


“that we’ should be releved: that night. 


All -was ‘whispered.-bustle and. glad 
smiles; our snipers were making up for 
future lack of targets; and the stricken 
town of St. Thibaut, smelling “worse 
than any shambles, had almost a holi- 
day appearance. 

** But then there was a’ sudien hifSh, 
and instinctively our dines felt that 
something untoward was about to hap- 
pen. Orders were being passed from 
funkhole to funkhole behind the. rail- 
road track. to keep a sharp lookout 
ahead, to be on the alert.

‘A WOUNDED SOLDIER’S GRIT 





ef our army in the war is in the 

following letter, written by Ser- 
geant Lionel -Bendheim, Company. C, 
308th Infantry, to his mother and sister 
in. New York: e 

‘Hospital, France, Oct. 11, 1918. 
‘My “Dearest Mother: 

** Well, dea as they say in the army, 
“they got me.’}. I am writing this in an 
evacuation hospital and probably soon 
will be transferred to a. base. 

** Now, darling, the nature of my 
wound {fp ‘quite serious, but’ when I get 
through: telling you all about it I am 
sure you will offer up a prayer to God 
thanking Him you will see me again. 

** As you all must have followed this 
drive that is ending the war. you, must 
have wondered where I was in it: I am. 
very proud I. can. tell. you. that lL.was 
honored to command a platoon in the 
world’s greatest war. .All ‘went fine, 
and we were driving the Huns along at 
@ great rate until Oct. 2, when our 
battalion went ahead a bit too fast and 
our. communications were cut. We were 
completely surrounded. All we could do 
was to wait for rclief to break through 
the Germans. This they could not do 
until Oct. 4. 

‘* Meanwhile the Hun .sure gave us 
And I got. mine. Lieutenant 
Schenck, a Sergeant, and myself. were 
dug in together. On the 3d a. shell 
came over and landed and exploded di- 
rectly on my right Jeg, naturally ‘shat- 
ering it. How in-Ged’s namé it didn’t 
low me to pieces, I'll mever be able to 
‘explain, It didn’t injure either the Lieu- 
tenant or Sergeant. Still there was 
nothing to do but wait. Then four days 
later another shell found its home &n 
our dugout, and the poor Lieutenant, 
not two inches from me, was killed. I 
just got a small-piece of shrapnel in 
left leg, but thfs will heal in two weeks.

Piave when, at the behest of the officer 
in charge of civilian affairs in the war 
Sree the representatives of the Ameri- 
Cross, with three camion loads 
of f foodstuffs, set out for the newly taken 
towns of Cone; ite. tad popes and Oderzo, 
The relief wor quickly organized 
and tickets were ous to the populace 
signed by the doctors, priest or social 
workers and stam by the Mayor. The 
specuety extended to meet 
roughout the entire Piave 

ntino district. 

Two distributions of money to soldiers’ 
families were made during the year. 
Apart from the actual need it was 
destined to meet, the monéy was given 
also with a desire to show the Italians 
that America was actively in the war 
and wanted to make’ her rad felt 
by practical measures? 

In April, 1918, the department ‘made a 
special distribution to the needy families 
of soldiers at the front. The work was 
accomplished in three weeks, in which 
time 7,051 cities and town were reached. 
In all 6,431,000 lire (about $1,286,200) 
was distributed, reaching approximately 
families with an average gift of 
22 lire each. 

Besides these distributions, the de- 
partment made regular monthly allott- 
ments to the families of soldiers recom- 
mended by the superior officers for good 
conduct. Each month new lists were 
turned in by the military authorities of

The relief work for children was per- 
haps é€ most important service ren- 
dered Italy by the department.

And‘as for the 
empire—I don’t give-a curse for it.

Under a Black Spell. 


This sense of being under a black 
spell-I found expressed by other men,

I remember one of 
them in the battles of the Somme who 
said in goo@English: ‘' This war was 
not made i any sense by mankind. 
We are under. a. spell.’’. This belief

character of modern warfare in Whiéh | 


gunfire is at so long a range that 
sheliffre has the quality of natural and 
elemental powers of death—like thun- 
derbolts—agd men killed twenty miles 
behind ‘the. lines while walking over 
sunny fields: or in. busy villages had 
had no thought of a human enemy 
desiring their individual death. 

God and Christianity raised per- 
Plexities in the minds,of simple lads 
desiring life and not death. They 
could not reconcile the. Christian pre- 
cepts of the chaplain with the bayo- 
neting of Germans and the shambles 
of‘ the battlefields. All this blood and 
mangled flesh in the fields of France 
and Flandérs® seemed to them—to 
many .of them, I know—a . certain 
proof that God did not exist, or if 
He did exist was not as they were 
told, a@ God of Love,’ but»a. monster 
glad of the agonies-of men. That 
at’ least was the thought expressed 
to me. by: some London: lads who 
argued the: matter .with me one day 
before the German drive in. March, 
and that was the thought which our 
army. Chaplains had to meét from 
men who would -not be put off by 
conventional words. It was. not good 
erlough to tell them that the Germans 
were guilty of all this crime and 
that unless the Germans were Beaten 
(the world ‘would lose. its liberty and 
‘Jife. ‘* Yes, we know all that,’ \ they 
said, ‘*but why did God allow ‘the 
Germans,’ and how ts it that: both 
sides pray to the same God for vic- 
itory? There must bé something 
wrong somewhere.’’ 

It. was not often men talked like 
that, except te some chaplain who 
was human; ‘comradely soul, some 
Catholic ** padre ’’ who dévoted him- 
self fearlessly to their. bodily and 
spiritual needs, risking his life with 
them, or to some Presbyterian min- 
ister who brought».€Hem hot . cocoa 
under. shellfire with a .cheery word 
or two, as I:once heard, of’‘* Keep 
your hearts up, my lads, and your 
heads down.’’ Most of the>men be- 
came fatdlists, with odd superstitions 
inthe place of faith. ** It's-no good 


e Have. the Huns found you out yet?” 
I asked’ some gunner ina 
ruined fafmhouse near Kémmel Hill. 
** Not yet,’” said ‘one.of therh, and 
thén they all Jett the table at which 





the world as snk les hdnatilchehs ‘anid 
its bloodshed. And. hecatise he hated 
it so much. He desperately. to 
get through with it, and started each 
big offensive with the» hope that at’ 
last he would get the: boche ** down 
and out.’’ And because he hated the 
trenches where he, lived below. the |: 
earth like a rat, arid the battlefields 
where he lay under’ shellfire,: “he en- 
joyed himself intensely in his spells 
behind the line and ‘made’ the -most 
of every hour in’ those : little villages 
of France where he. was: billeted be- 
tween the.battles. To watch the men 
playing football or ‘ricket, to hear 
their shouts and’ laughter; a few days 
after their- battalion ‘had come out 
of some battle in which perhaps they 
had lost half their-cornfrades by casu- 
alties, was.a revelation. of the re- 
cupérative powers. of the . hyman 
mind. They played-as keenly as in 
the ~football ‘fields of England’ or 
Scotland, shouted with laughter and 
enthusiasm, ‘had bright’ eyes un- 
dimmed by the horrors 6f war. 
Those. who had come. out like dead 
men dug out of their graves, cleaned 
themselves up, polished their buttons 
and strolled down: the village street 
with a jaunty air and a “ glad eye” 
forany pretty French “ mademoiselle ” 
who ; tnteht ° pass their way. Young 
Tommy Atitths was fond: of “ kids” 


-and fond of women. He found a 


conffert.for his soul In_playing about 
the back yard of hig billet:.with the 
children. of French peasants and in 
helping to, fetch” dn@ wearry for any 
woman with a c ul smile and a 
comely face. Our n made nds 
for life with these French people be- 
hind the -lines if they did. notharge 
them .teo outrageously Pec small 
things or assail the men. with ‘shrew- 
ish tongues. Generally. the British 
troops were i 
Picardy and Artois, and when they 
left women kissed and cried in spite 
of laughter, and joked in “a queer 
jargon of*English-French. 

“ All your English soldiers behave 
like gentlemen with the hearts of 
boys,” said one French .woman, and 
I think that was a true saying, in a 
general way. Certainly they retained 
their boyishness through all the -black 
days of war unléss they wére blinded 
or mangled or dazed” by "shelf shock: 
I have héard roars of laughter go up 
when shells burst near a group. of 
lads and they had to run like hates 
to dodge them. In the estaminets of 
France and Flanders they danced with 
frowsy peasant: girls to the tune of a 
penny-in-a-slot piano, or, failimg the

He learned a 
simple code of esprit-de-corps for ‘his | 9" 
battalion -or division.. He had an un- 
disguised ‘contempt—not always justi- 
fied—for staff officers and young gen- 
tlemen in red, blue, and green tubs who 
came‘ into the trenches now and again 
on a visit of inspéction and wrote out 
orders which generally were. ridicu- 
lous. He loathed patriotic sentiment, 
and any reference by Generals''to the 
glorious British: Empire or the good 
old Union Jack left him- stone cold: 
His patriotism was unconscious. and 
unexpressed, and mostly of a local 
character. limited. to some small village 
in an -Bhglish county.. He’ foukht 
stubbornly, “particularly, with’ heroic 
courage, in victory or in defeat, not 
for ,any high motive of safeguarding 
th® liberties of the world, or reveng- 
ing ‘* brave little Belgium ’’ or’ siv- 
ing France, but out of sheer individ- 
ual pride of manhood and his dislike 
of letting down his pals.

A NEW COMBINATION.

thing to write fiction and quite another. 


thing to write a workable continuity. 

‘*Now Mr. Schenck has recognized 
thé. value of engaging writers at a suf- 
ficiently large financial return to justi- 
fy them in making their own continul- 
ties and, as it were, living day by day 
with their stories, watching their pro- 
luctions, and making sure that their 
stories are screened ag they were writ- 
ten and passed upon by the producer. 
In ‘this way the writer for the pictures 
will, as he should, take exactly the 
same place in relation to his work as 
the writer for the stage. 

“As for myself, I am giving up 4!- 
recting entirely, and shall, in collab- 
Robert} oration with Anita Loos, devote my en- 
ergies’ altogether to writing.’’

And I am ashamed to confess that 
I know Jews who themselves are 
ashamed of having been born Jews. 
Incredible! In Vienna I have seen St. 
Stefan’s Cathedral crowded at the 11 
o’clock high mass by most fervent 
worshippers, the majority of whom 
seemed Semitic, which prompted me to 
propound the riddle: When is a Jew 
not a Jew? Answer: When he is a 
Roman Catholic in Vienna. But you 
never can tell. .As Joseffy used. to 
say when some musician with a nose 
like the Ten.Commandments was in- 
troduced, as, for example, Monsieur 
Fontaine, ‘*‘ He means Brunnen, or, 
in Hebrew, Pischa. He is not a Jew, 
but his grandmother wore a ‘ schei- 
tel,’ ’’ (the wig still worn by orthodox 
Jewish women.) The truth is that 
among the virtuosi, singers, actors, 
the Jew holds first place. Liszt and 
_Paganini are the exceptions, and 
Paganini could easily pass in an east 
side crowd as Jehudah. As to the 
Wagner controversy, not started by 
Nietzsche, but by Rossini and Meyer- 
beer, who referred to Wagner as Jew- 
ish, that was settled by O. .G. Sonneck 
in his little book, *‘ Was Wagner a 
Jew?’’ but only after I had intro- 
duced to the columns of THE NEw 
York Times Sunday Magazine in 
1913 a book by Otto Bournot entitled 
** Ludwig Geyer.” Geyer was, as you 
may ~ remember, the stepfather of 
Richard Wagner. Bournot had access 
to the Baireuth archives and delved 
into the newspapers of Geyer’s days. 
August Bottiger’s ‘‘ Necrology ’* had 
hitherto been the chief source. Mary 
Burrell’s ‘* Life of Wagner ’’ was the 
first to give the true spelling of the 
name of Wagner’s mother, which was 
Bertz, which may be Jewish or Ger- 
man, as you like. ,

That the gentle Ana- 
tole is the very spit and spawn of a 
Jew, so far as appearance goes; that 
since Heine (baptized a Christian) no 
such union of mocking irony and ten- 
der, poetic emotion can be noted in 
the work of any writer, are alike val- 
ueless as testimony. Nevertheless, 
many. believe in this Hebraic strain; 
just as they feel it in the subtlety of 
Cardinal Newman's writing—he was of 
Dutch stock—and in the humor of 
Charies Lamb.

There 
were families who took it so literally 
to heart that ‘‘ Food would win the 
war,’ that the wasting of any single, 
bit of food was considered. by them 


to lend aid and comfort to the Germans’ 
in. some secret way. For months they 
did without wheat, absolutely, when that 
crisis was on. They joyed in the sub- 
stitutes; every unappetizing mouthful 
was flayored with the thought that at 
that very moment they were joining in 
striking the death-blow at German au- 
tocracy. The old underlying patriotism 
that has come down more than 100 years 
was astir in these people, and every 
poster they read about food winning the 
war struck through them like a bugle 
call to arms. 

So with those Liberty bond holders 
who refused to cash their interest cou- 
pons when the country was reaching out 
for larger and larger sums of money 
to win the war. Expert publicity men,

Most of them 
probably lived in unsophisticated com- 
munities, where the older traditions of 
the country have held a more unbroken 
sway.- Their number is probably a small- 
er item in the total of matured interest 
obligations than might be fancied, but 

tever the extent of this manifesta- 
tion of natve patriotism, it is in accord 
with a spirit which Washington officials 
found not infrequently. It grew in 
volume with every month of the war, as 
the real situation was more clearly ap- 
prehended. There were literally hun- 
dreds of thousands of our citizens, as 
they read in the growing casualty lists 
of our men at the front, who would have 
considered it a high privilege of patriot- 
ism to scrape together ,all they could 
spare ahd lend it free of interest to 
the United States of America.

Fine Bullding at Hendon, with 80 
Bedrooms and American Bar. 


To the tremendous attention now being 
given to aviation for various commercial 
and governmental purposes in England, 
it is interesting to note that the social 
features are not being overlooked. It 
may be somewhat of a' surprise to many 
to learn that a social aviation club is 
under construction not far from London 
covering an area of 30,000 square feet 
and which will contain eighty bedrooms. 

The club is the London Flying Club/at 
It is rapidly nearing’ comple- 
tion, and will be the largest, if not best 
appointed club, in the world devoted to 
the problems and sport of air flying. It 
is a red brick building.
